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Chief executive of 
hospital in special 
measures is leaving 

Decision to step down early marks the end of 35-year NHS career

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
(PAH) Trust chief executive Phil 
Morley will step down in April, 
with the hospital in special meas¬ 
ures. 

The trust was rated inadequate 
in a report compiled last year by 
the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) and placed in special meas¬ 
ures. 

In November Mr Morley 
appeared to commit to turning 
around PAH, in Hamstel Road, 
Harlow, which he took over in 2014 
and said rebuilding was a ‘five- 
year journey’. 

But in a surprising statement 
on Monday he said he had brought 
forward his retirement from the 
NHS at the end of the financial 
year after a 35-year career. 

Trevor Smith, the trust’s chief 
finance officer, will take over as 
acting chief executive until a per¬ 
manent replacement is appoin¬ 
ted. 

Honour 

Mr Morley said: “It has been a 
great honour and privilege to 
work as your chief executive. I can 
think of no better way of ending 
my 35-year career in the NHS. 

“The care and affection you 
show to our patients and to each 
other astonishes me. I urge you to 
continue this great work.” 

He added: “It was a difficult 
decision but ultimately I felt it 
best that I hand over to a new chief 
executive who can make a mark 
going into the next CQC inspec¬ 
tion and beyond. 

“I had planned to do three years 
at the trust, but I am conscious

PAH NHS Trust also manages 
St Margaret’s Hospital, Herts and 
Essex Hospital in Bishop’s Stort- 
ford and Rectory Lane Clinic in 
Loughton. 

The CQC report found the trust 
inadequate in three of the five key 
areas of inspection. 

Professor Sir Mike Richards, 
chief inspector of hospitals, 
wrote: “We have rated The Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital as inad¬ 
equate overall due to significant 
concerns in safety, responsive¬ 
ness and leadership.” 

In addition latest figures show 
99.7 per cent of beds at the hospital 
were full during December and 
January. 

Mr Morley added: “The plans 
for the hospital’s future are not 
changed. Obviously my successor 
will have their own views. In my 
view we already have a clear plan 
and excellent, caring staff at Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra. 

“The job is now to build on 
these positives by working 
through the plan that 
has been 

developed.”

that by retiring at the end of 2017, 
I would not give my successor the 
opportunity to contribute to the 
planning and preparation for our 
next CQC inspection. 

“I have therefore decided to 
bring forward my planned retire¬ 
ment date.” 

Mr Morley was previously chief 
executive of Hull and East York¬ 
shire Hospitals NHS Trust. 

A spokesman from Princess 
Alexandra said: “The executive 
team wishes Phil a long and 
happy retirement and thanks him 
for his skill and relentless focus 
on doing the right thing for 
patients.”

Firm guilty 
over death 
of worker 
in roof fall 


A HARLOW company and its 
directors have been found guilty 
of corporate manslaughter over 
the death of a man at the 
business. 

Nikolai Valkov, 63, of Warwick 
Road, Edmonton, in North 
London, suffered serious 
injuries after falling through the 
roof of a warehouse he was 
working on at Ozdil House in 
River Way on April 13, 2015. He 
was taken to the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where he 
died. 

Ozdil Investments Ltd, which 
owned the building, and its 
directors, Firat and Ozgur Ozdil, 
were charged over the incident. 

Koseoglu Metal works, which 
was employed as a contractor, 
and its director, Kadir Rose, 
were also charged. 

At a hearing at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on September 27 
last year, Koseoglu Metal Works 
pleaded guilty to corporate 
manslaughter and a failure of 
duty of care under Section 3 of 
the Health and Safety at Work 
Act. 

Rose, of Cavendish Street in 
London, also pleaded guilty to a 
failure to discharge their duty 
under Section 3 of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

Preventable 

Last Thursday (February 2), 
following a four-week trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, a jury 
found Ozdil Investments guilty 
of corporate manslaughter and 
having committed a gross breach 
of its duty of care to Mr Valkov 
under Section 3 of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

Its directors, Firat Ozdil, of 
Bowood Road, Enfield, and 
Ozgur Ozdil, of Cherrydown 
Avenue in London, were also 
found guilty of a failure of duty 
under Section 3 of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Inspector Ian Jennings, said: 
“The death of Nikolai Valkov 
was a completely preventable 
tragedy 

“It was caused by two 
companies, and their directors, 
who showed a total disregard to 
their responsibilities to ensure 
the safety of workers on the site 
- something which should be of 
paramount importance.”

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Five in court for 
non-payment of 
fly-tipping fines 


All defendants must pay £80 and costs

FIVE people have been prosec¬ 
uted by Harlow Council after fail¬ 
ing to pay fixed penalty fines for 
fly-tipping. 

The offences, which were com¬ 
mitted between July and Septem¬ 
ber 2016, were heard in cases held 
at Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
on Thursday, January 19. 

Total fines combined equalled 
to £1,320, including court costs. 

Court 

The cases were brought to court 
under Section 87 of the Envir¬ 
onmental Protection Act 1990, 
which covers non-payment of 
fixed penalty notices. 

Princess Akonedo, of Lower 
Meadow in Harlow, pleaded 
guilty by post prior to her hearing 
for leaving rubbish near her 
home. 

She was fined £80 and ordered 
to pay court costs of £50 and a £30 
victim surcharge. 


Mihai Vasilescu, of Fairways in 
Waltham Abbey, did not attend his 
hearing and was found guilty of 
discarding household waste in 
the Latton Bush Centre area of 
Harlow. 

Michal Swierczynski, of Long- 
banks in Harlow, was found guilty 
in his absence for household 
waste dumped in the Longbanks 
area. 

Florin Odogeriu, of Canons 
Brook in Harlow, was found guilty 
in his absence for items left on a 
footpath outside his property. 

Rebecca Mitchell, of The Stow, 
Harlow, was found guilty in her 
absence for various items left in a 
communal stairwell. 

They were all fined £80 and 
ordered to pay court costs of £180, 
as well as a £30 victim surcharge 
after failing to pay the original 
fine. 

Councillor Emma Toal, portfo¬ 
lio holder for youth and com¬ 
munity, said: “We continue to take 
the issue of dumped rubbish and 
littering in Harlow seriously; it’s 


a blight across the town and we 
are doing everything we can to 
hold those responsible to 
account. 

“The vast majority of our res¬ 
idents are responsible with their 
rubbish and do dispose of it in the 
right way; for the few who choose 
not to do so, we will always take 
action when responding to 
reports against anyone who 
dumps rubbish in our town.” 

Cost 

She continued: “It’s damaging 
to the environment, antisocial, 
potentially dangerous and con¬ 
tributes to the annual cost of 
nearly £2 million that the council 
spends in cleaning up rubbish 
from the town’s streets and hous¬ 
ing estates. 

“As always I thank the Council’s 
Community Safety and Legal 
Teams for their work in achieving 
these successful prosecutions and 
hope this sends the right message 
to those who dump rubbish and 
litter in our town.”

Council tax

RESIDENTS in council tax band 
C properties will see 9p added 
onto their weekly bills from 
April after Harlow Council 
approved a proposed rise.

Russell Perrin, shadow 
portfolio holder for resources, 
said: “It is no surprise that 
Labour has chosen to increase 
the rate of council tax. 

“They always complain about 
the cost of living and yet every 
year refuse to do anything about 
it. They have the power to do 
something about it, they simply 
choose not to.” 

Jon Clempner, council leader, 
criticised what he called 
“alternative facts,” put forward 
by the Conservatives.

GILDEN Way in Harlow will bene¬ 
fit from a £5m upgrade as the 
government makes a big invest¬ 
ment in Essex infrastructure. 

Andrew Percy, minister for 
local government, announced 
plans to spend £102 million for 
projects in their South East Local 
Enterprise Partnership at a 
presentation in Grays, last 
Thursday (February 2). 

Currently a single-lane B road, 
Gilden Way will eventually get an 
extra lane approaching Harlow to 
accommodate the disputed Mil 
junction 7A. 

There is expected to be a 71 per 
cent increase in traffic. 

This investment will start 
works to widen the road. It was 
also announced that Harlow Col¬ 
lege will run a technical skills 
centre at Stansted Airport for stu¬ 
dents. 

Partnership 

Mr Percy said: “From Southend 
to East Sussex, today’s investment 
will support the delivery of new 
homes and jobs right across the 
South East Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (SELP). 

“These growth deals are a cru¬ 
cial part of our efforts to create an 
economy that works for everyone 
and will ensure every region of 
the country has the chance to 
realise its full potential.” 

Some Harlow residents opposed 
junction 7A due to concerns of 
traffic, safety and noise. 

But after plans were put for¬ 
ward last year the government 
has reaffirmed its backing for the 
project. 

Funds reserved for improve¬ 
ments to the existing Mil junc¬ 
tion 7 were transferred for the 
project. 

Robert Halfon, MP for Harlow, 
said: “Following their support for 
junction 7A, I am also delighted 
the government has also 
announced an extra £5 million of 
funding for Harlow’s roads and is 
serious about fixing the traffic

problem in our town.” 

A £55 million spend in Essex 
will also include £19 million for 
Southend Airport Business Park 
phase two and £2 million for phase 
one of an innovation centre at the 
University of Essex Knowledge 
Gateway in Colchester. 

There will also be a £5 million 
STEM innovation campus in Col¬ 
chester, £6 million for A127 
improvements in Fairglen, £2.7 
million for improvements to Mil 
junction 8 and £10.8 million to 
develop Grays South. 

Mr Halfon added: “I have 


worked hard to secure this huge 
government investment in the 
town so we can build a better 
Harlow and champion apprentice¬ 
ships. 

“Harlow College’s Stansted Air¬ 
port skills centre, which will cost 
£3.5 million, will mean more jobs 
and apprenticeships for Harlow 
residents. 

“The centre will give our young 
people the necessary skills and 
training to take the first step on 
the ladder of opportunity and 
open up opportunities and jobs 
for their futures.”

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Cops say number 
of knife-carrying 
youngsters has 
hit five-year high 

20% of blade arrests involve under-18s

THE number of children carrying 
knives in Essex reached a five 
year high last year despite police 
committing to stop the problem. 

A Freedom of Information 
Request revealed that, from July 
2015 to June 2016 in the county, 85 
youngsters aged under 18 were 
caught with a knife, which is one 
more than in the year before. 

It also shows one in five found 
to be carrying a knife in the 
county were aged ten to 17. 

Shane Yerrell, 32, from 
Waltham Abbey, was stabbed in 
2007 and appealed to any kids 
carrying knives to think about the 
impact their actions could have. 

“Think really hard about the 
damage you could do to some¬ 
body’s family and your own,” he 
said. 


“That moment of being a cow¬ 
ard could ruin so many lives. 
People might think it looks good 
to carry a knife, but it doesn’t.” 

The three categories for knife 
possession offences are: Having a 
knife, blade or pointed instru¬ 
ment in schools or public places, 
having an offensive weapon 
without good reason and making 
threats using knives or weapons 
in a school or public place. 

Caution 

In three months up to June 2016 
15 per cent of youths caught with 
knives were put behind bars com¬ 
pared to 39 per cent of adults. 

But 26 per cent of children 
received a youth caution com¬ 
pared to just eight per cent of 
adults getting a caution. 

The worst year for knife pos¬ 
session in recent history in Essex 
was 2008-09, when 175 children 


were caught with knives. 

In 2010-11 it was 94, which is the 
last time the number was higher 
than in 2015-16. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said: “Carrying knives has dev¬ 
astating consequences and the 
loss of any young person’s life is 
one too many. We work tirelessly 
with our partners to educate 
young people about the dangers 
and to help them think twice 
about carrying or using these 
potentially lethal weapons. 

“We also carry out operations 
with Trading Standards to edu¬ 
cate retailers about the danger of 
selling knives to young people and 
remind them of their legal 
responsibilities.” 

He added that more than 7,000 
weapons have been handed in as 
part of the Only Cowards Carry 
amnesty, which was launched in 
January 2015.

Council in 
moves to 
‘lease out’ 
Playhouse

HARLOW Playhouse faces an 
uncertain future after council 
leaders announced plans to lease 
out the building. 

Harlow Council is now looking 
for an experienced external party 
to take control of activities of the 
town’s largest theatre, located in 
Playhouse Square. 

The local authority pledged to 
invest £2million over three years 
to make improvements but after 
the 2018-19 financial year funds 
are not secured and could be 
reduced. 

Councillor Emma Toal, portfo¬ 
lio holder for youth and com¬ 
munity, said: “This exercise is 
part of our commitment to secur¬ 
ing the Playhouse’s long term 
future with less council funding. 


“This does not change our 
ambitions for the Playhouse and 
where we want it to be. We are 
looking for an experienced organ¬ 
isation to not only manage and 
operate the Playhouse but also to 
take the theatre forward as a sig¬ 
nificant cultural force for the 
region.” 

Scott Ramsay, who recently 
stood down as general manager 
after eight years, will not imme¬ 
diately be replaced. 

In the absence of a general man¬ 
ager, Jessica du Preez and Rory 
Davies, members of the play¬ 
house’s management team, will 
take on more advanced roles. 

The Playhouse currently 
receives £326,000 from the council 
and this will be maintained until 
2019. 

The deadline to find a new 
tender is Tuesday, March 7.

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Wonderful and frightening Circus of Horrors in town 


THE Circus of Horrors may have 
attracted a more mainstream fol¬ 
lowing in recent years but its cre¬ 
ator said it is just as stunning as 
ever. 

In more than 20 years of tour¬ 
ing, the production nearly always 
stops off at Harlow Playhouse and 
will again on Wednesday, March 
1 . 

Dr John Haze, creator and mas¬ 
ter of the show, said: “It is an 
alternative rock and roll circus. It 
is a bit like Cirque du Soleil but 
with horror.

occasional shocking scenes meant the play was not 
fully appreciated until much later. 

Jane Miles is directing an adaption which will be 
performed at The Victoria Hall Theatre in Bury 
Road, Old Harlow from Wednesday February 15 to 
Saturday February 18. 

“It is an interesting one but there is nothing 
straight forward about Pinter’s plays,” said Jane. 

“This is considered his best play. There is no real 
story and it is all to do with the people in it.” 

Set in an old house in North London, it focuses on 
five related men, one of whom, Teddy, returns from 
America with his wife Ruth and the family chaos 
begins. 

It becomes clear that everything is not well in 
their marriage and other male characters attempt to 
take advantage of Ruth, only for her to lure them all 
under her control and turn the tables. 

Jane explained: “It is very much about politics. 
They do not like each other. 

“Ruth begins to play games with these men and 
gets to control them. It is quite a shocking ending to 
the play. 

Iconic 

“There is not a beginning, a middle and an end. 
There is lots of bleakness but in all that there is a lot 
of comedy. It has got some great acts and this is an 
iconic play so I am hoping lots of people come.” 

Jane most recently directed Mojo at the theatre 
and played a leading role in Nordic noir Ghosts 
towards the end of last year. 

In this production Barry Bowen will play family 
head Max, Paul Johnson is Max’s brother Sam. 
Max’s sons are Mitch Rouse as Teddy, Joe Bishop as 
Lenny, Tyrone Samuels as Joey while Pam Self- 
Pierson is Ruth. 

Jane said: “It is a working class family and it is a 
parallel to his own life. I do not think it is a comment 
on society but it is a comment on human nature. 

“He (Pinter) gets a group of people and puts them

in a setting. All the action takes place in the living 
room. It is a comment as well about how badly people 
communicate. It gets right to the nitty gritty. It has 
been said that Pinter does not like people.” 

She continued: “When it was first staged in 1965 it 
was not heralded straight away, it was shocking at 
the time but I like that attitudes have changed 
towards it. 

“People did not like the play because they thought 
it was taking advantage of a woman, but people can 
look at it now and see that the woman is being 
manipulative; she is being strong.” 

The company performed another Pinter play 
Betrayal last year, but the decision to use another of 
his works was coincidental rather than thematic but 
a good play is a good play. 

This will be the first in the theatre’s 
spring performances, many of which will be a bit 
more easy-going but all on-board feel a variety is 


essential. It is all about availability,” said Jane about 
why The Homecoming was given the first slot of 
2017. 

“Someone had to take that first slot and I said I 
would do it. We do make sure the programme is 
balanced over a year. 

“The Homecoming is a play that we should put on. 
We like to put on classic and modern classic 
theatre. 

“The theatre is not always full (for more edgy 
material) because it is not a comedy but it is good to 
put on quality theatre like this. The other pro¬ 
ductions pay for things like this.” 

Tickets are on sale now for The Homecoming 
costing £13 or £10 for concessions. Performances 
will be at 8pm.

Live music 
swansong 

IT IS always a strange feeling 
when you see your own town 
featured on television, especially 
when in the past 12 months, the 
reasons for national attention on 
us have not been in the least bit 
edifying. 

On Friday, I witnessed a 
feature on Sky news about the 
growing concern about the 
amount of small venues being 
lost across the county, and there 
on my screen, was the nationally 
acclaimed Harlow Square being 
featured predominately, as they 
interviewed one of the Square 
One partnership about the size 
and implication of the loss of 
this facility to Harlow and 
beyond. 

This publicity, about its 
imminent closure, was on the 
back of it also being discussed on 
BBC 6 Music, BBC Essex and 
members of some of the now 
famous bands (like Blur) who 
have played there in their early 
days, expressing dismay at its 
loss. 

It then occurred to me that the 
last time I remember Harlow 
being on the national news, was 
when a Polish man was attacked 
and killed. 

It made me wonder how people 
outside our town must see us, as 
it seems everything that is 
reported about Harlow is 
negative. 

My 14-year-old daughter loves 
the Square. She recently took up 
playing the guitar, and with the 
‘Livewire’ initiative working 
with young people within the 
venue, got to play in a band for 
the first time. 

She is also interested in the 
workings of local government 
and how they can make a 
positive difference in the town. 

She was particularly pleased 
one night, when she witnessed 
every political party in the 
council chamber vote a pledge to 
help save the venue. 

But this rare solidarity of 
stated intent later came to 
nothing when the Secretary of 
State overturned the council’s 
decision to block the land it 
stands on, being swallowed up by 
developers. 

He thought Circle housing was 
helping to relocate The Square 
and therefore that community 
resource would not be lost. 

This was incorrect, they no 
longer were, they had previously 
offered financial help for the 
venue to relocate, but then 
withdrew it. However, they were 
happy to let the Secretary of 
State believe that offer still 
stood, because they then got 
what they wanted. 

The council decided not to 
appeal his decision. 

It is true that they had been 
trying to help with finding 
alternative premises for the 
venue, but without the financial 
assistance needed to relocate and 
repurpose an existing building, 
nothing can come of it. 

Not a great day for local 
decision making, not a great 
example to my daughter. 

Young people are being 
consistently frozen out of the 
very society they are expected to 
contribute to, and as I was 
enjoying a drink in

Weatherspoon before performing 
at the venue’s final gig, I 
witnessed 10 to 20 teenage youths 
on foot and bikes, chasing 
somebody. 

They briefly invaded the pub 
and then started fighting 
outside; this is all they had to 
occupy their time apparently. 

What is this town coming to, 
to lose an asset like the Square? 

It’s all well and good gaining a 
new cinema but that only helps 
consumers, where is the home 
for creators such as my daughter, 
or other young musicians living 
in a town originally created with 
the pride of supporting the arts 
and music, as a corner stone of 
its community? 

Or the band The Orphans, 
which opened Saturday’s final 
show, 14 years of age and playing 
only their second ever gig, never 
to be able to return to improve 
their craft. 

What about my daughter who, 
when challenging the 
councillor’s lack of success, by 
simply saying “Where the hell 
am I going to go to be able 
continue to develop my musical 
career now”, threw John 
Clempner into an embarrassed 
mumble of seemingly empty 
promises and misinformed 
bluster. 

Yet the question is still valid, 
and still needs to be addressed.

They were still building the 
houses opposite and all around 
us was green fields. 

The workmen were good and 
soon helped us find 119, one 
house in a sea of mud. 

Being Londoners our London 
spirit came with us all, nothing 
would get us down. 

We moved in and got used to 
chaos all around us and my 
husband even worked for

■ COUNCIL TAX 

High cost of 
poor services 

OUR council is going to increase 
council tax, but what’s it in for 
us? They trot out all the old 
excuses like: ‘to maintain and 
improve services’. What 
services? Harlow Council now 
provides few services to 
residents and those we do have 
we have to jump through hoops 
to meet their rules, all this with 
intrusive aggressive questioning 
by unaccountable council 
employees, just to get poor 
services that we have already 
paid for. 

It seems to me that the council 


is only interested in looking 
after itself. We were told that 
bringing back a direct labour 
organisation masquerading as a 
standalone company called HTS 
Ltd would save money. Where 
have the savings gone? 300 staff, 
£1.4m, new vehicles and livery, 
plus uniforms and a top heavy 
over-expensive management 
team. What savings? 

Remember that we were told 
that closing neighbourhood 
offices would save money, where 
did that money go? 

Housing has removed large 
sections of the decent/modern 
homes programme to save 
money, where did that saving go? 

Where has the right to buy 
receipts gone? 

Housing, Contact Harlow and 
revenue and benefits have all 
had a shakeup, resulting in a 
huge increase in staffing 
numbers, when just expecting 
existing staff to get their jobs 
right first time was all that was 
necessary to save us money. 

Since about 2012 the council 
has been able to keep all council 
house rents, resulting in a big 
increase in revenue, as little has 
been effectively spent on 


housing, where has the rest of 
the rent receipts gone? 

Some council houses have 
been sitting vacant for up to 
three months after being handed 
back to housing by Kier, is this 
an example of cost effective use 
of our town’s council housing? 
Going back to a simple housing 
waiting list open to effective 
scrutiny would save money. 

The council has/is giving 
away our land to developers to 
build houses, which the council 
has very limited, one off 
allocation rights from the 
housing waiting list, is this a 
cost effective use of our town’s 
resources? 

Our councillors are supposed 
to manage our town to suit their 
resident’s needs and aspirations, 
not the needs of the council. If 
they spent less time pandering to 
their political party’s National 
Executive Committee and started 
to scrutinise the council or even 
let residents independently 
scrutinise the council, then, real 
savings can be made with no 
need to persecute the residents 
for the council’s failings.

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■ ROAD SAFETY 

Urgent repairs and 
lower speed limit 

MY THANKS to The Star for 
highlighting the plight of pedestrians 
(and cyclists), when it comes to 
crossing points on our main roads 
(Concerns over lack of town 
crossings, February 2). I’ll limit my 
comments at this time to the “race 
track” which surrounds the town 
centre. 

As I stated in your article, Hayden 
Road has only two controlled 
crossing points. One of those - the 
underpass into Playhouse Square, is 
in such poor condition that is 
probably safer to cross the road 
anywhere except by this underpass, 
especially if you use some form of 
wheeled mobility unit. Does anyone 
inspect this facility? 

On the other side of the town 
centre the underpass at The Hides, 
which crosses beneath Velizy 
Avenue, is similarly in need of vital 
maintenance as it is just full of 
potholes. 

With regard to Fourth Avenue; as a 
cyclist and a pedestrian I do use the 


underpass but I also understand why 
pedestrians want to cross the road 
further to the east. 

Councillor Eddie Johnson made 
the point that a zebra crossing was 
not possible due to the 40mph speed 
limit. Doesn’t that suggest a solution? 
For me the adoption of an almost 
town-wide 30mph speed limit would 
prevent a lot of the accidents (and 
reduce their severity) referred to by 
Councillor Mike Danvers for very 
little financial outlay. 

There are many other points that I 
could make in respect of this subject, 
but hope the above comments give 
some indication of the lowly status 
that the pedestrians of Harlow 
occupy. Corrective action is essential 
to redress the balance.

In particular I cannot praise the 
Williams Day unit where I receive my 
chemotherapy enough. 

They deal with desperately ill patients 
yet manage to convey a sense that every 
one is special and welcome. 

My treatment is ongoing. 

My cancer is now inoperable but no 
complaints, it is a matter of playing the 
game of life with the hand you have been 
dealt. Thank you PAH from a very 
satisfied patient.

■ RISING CRIME 

Time to protect 
the thin blue line 

TWO reports in the same edition of the 
Star (Policeman talks would-be jumper 
away from ledge; Call for Government to 
fund more police, February 2) seem to 
highlight the tensions in our 
government’s policing policy. 

On the one hand there is your report of 
a policeman heroically saving the life of a 
distressed woman wanting to take her 
own life, whilst two pages later we read 
that the number of police officers on duty 
in Essex is down 22 per cent since 2009 
due to a cut in government funding. 

The first duty of any government is to 
protect its citizens, but whilst violent 
crime in England and Wales rose by 24 
per cent in the 12 months to June 2016 
(according to police figures quoted by the 
Office for National Statistics) there was a 
drop in the number of police officers of 
2.2 per cent, the largest in the past three 
years. 

In the Metropolitan Police, one call in 
four is to a domestic abuse situation and 
there are some areas of the country where 
murder, knife crime and gun crime are 
showing disturbing increases. 


Add to this the two and a half million 
cybercrime offences such as computer 
hacking and the five million incidents of 
online fraud in England and Wales in 
2016, and it would seem that now is not 
the right time to be making the ‘thin blue 
line’ even thinner. 

Effective policing is a specialist skill 
that requires months of intensive training 
and years of experience. 

It needs to be given priority and be 
properly funded if more people are not to 
become victims of serious crime.

Karting track on 
industrial estate 


could mean up 
to 23 new jobs 

Planning bid submitted for vacant unit

PLANS have been submitted for 
an indoor go-karting facility to be 
built on the River Way industrial 
site. 

Harlow Council has received a 
request for planning permission 
from karting company TeamS¬ 
port for a facility in the currently 
vacant Unit E which could create 
23 full-time staff. 

A lounge area, workshop and 
spectator viewing facilities are 
also planned. The existing car 


park would be increased from 17 
spaces to 30. 

Proposals state the centre 
would be open 9am to 11pm seven 
days a week. A planning applic¬ 
ation fee of £495 has already been 
paid. 

Facilities 

TeamSport is the largest com¬ 
pany of its kind and has previ¬ 
ously built go-karting facilities in 
London Docklands, Enfield and 
Acton as well as 16 others nation¬ 
wide. 

The application has received 13 


comments and residents still have 
the opportunity to put forward 
views in support or against. 

A member of a neighbouring 
business has already raised con¬ 
cerns about parking and the sus¬ 
pected increase in traffic. 

The application is being sup¬ 
ported by estate agent Savills. 
There is a determination deadline 
of Tuesday, April 11. 

The Star approached Savills 
and TeamSport for a comment, 
but none had been received as the 
Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday). 


£20k first-year loss for Essex TV 


THE founder of Essex TV 
pledged to change the Netflix- 
style website’s business model 
after recording a £20,000 loss in 
its first year. 

Matthew Martino, who lives in 
Spinning Wheel Mead, Harlow, 
said lack of sponsorship and 
advertising sales hindered the 
start-up, as staff had to move out 
of their Great Baddow offices. 

But with a mobile app set to be 
launched later in the year and 
the first Essex TV Awards on the 
horizon, hopes are high for 2017. 

Mr Martino, a philanthropist 
who runds his own benevolent 
fund, said: 


“Despite income of £40,000 and 
the consortium pumping in an 
additional £55,000 we still saw 
operational costs soar and the 
app development led to the loss. 

“Sponsorship and advertising 
are always going to be tough as 
you’re targeting niche 
businesses.” 

Broadcasts 

Essex TV broadcasts a variety 
of free content, including reality 
and entertainment shows as well 
as documentaries. Mr Martino 
was named Essex Young Person 
of the Year in 2015 at the annual 
YOPEY Awards and in an 


interview last May said there 
was a £1.2m ultimate budget for 
his project. 

He added: “It’s not an easy role 
model to follow and we simply 
can’t keep propping up the 
channel. The business model 
itself needs revisiting. An 
investment in the app aside, we 
still face tough challenges 
finding new avenues of income. 

“It is also notable to add that 
we had budgeted for a loss for 
the first 18 months of operation, 
so this wasn’t a surprise at all.”

Supported housing residents targeted

A SUSPICIOUS man turned up at 
a supported housing scheme as 
residents spoke to councillors 
about previous distraction burg¬ 
lary attempts. 

Members of Harlow Council’s 
Labour party were meeting with 
residents of Fountain Farm when 
a man offering handyman ser¬ 
vices spoke to an elderly man. 

The residents’ son was visiting 
and was able to chase the man off 
to his vehicle. Police were made 
aware of the incident, and it 
emerged the man had made unso¬ 
licited visits before. 

The meeting in the common 
room of the supported housing 
scheme on Saturday, January 28, 
was originally called after a 
woman in her 80s was targeted by 


two men posing as shed 
repairers. 

Seven residents of Fountain 
Farm spoke to councillors Ian 
Beckett, Mark Ingall and county 
council candidate for Harlow 
South East Eugenie Harvey 
before they went out to speak to 
other residents on their door¬ 
steps. 

Sympathy 

Councillor Mark Ingall said: 
“This has been a very distressing 
time for all the residents and Ian, 
Eugenie and I wanted to extend 
our sympathy and, more import¬ 
antly, encourage vigilance and 
offer reassurance that the matter 
is being taken seriously by the 
council. 

“I have made sure the police are 
aware of this latest incident, but 
there are some practical steps the 


council will take as a matter of 
priority that will improve the 
security of the properties. 

“These are spirited and inde¬ 
pendent-minded elderly resid¬ 
ents, but they are vulnerable and 
they are being targeted.” 

He continued: “We have a duty 
of care to them, and to all res¬ 
idents of our supported housing 
schemes, to ensure that they feel 
safe and secure in their own 
homes. 

“Over the longer term, what 
they want, along with most Har¬ 
low residents, is more police on 
our streets, particularly PCSOs. 

“We call on Essex County Coun¬ 
cil not to cut funds for supported 
housing in Harlow and to bring 
back neighbourhood policing.” 

A follow-up meeting will be 
held with residents of Fountain 
Farm on Saturday.

Caped capers 


E verything was awesome with the 
2014 computer-animated 
comedy The LEGO Movie, which 
cleverly brought together DC 
Comics superheroes in a world 
of coloured building bricks. 

Humour was pitched perfectly between 
the young and the young-at-heart, and a 
knowing script mined humour from the 
physical limitations of LEGO without 
dinting the brand’s enduring appeal. 

This polished spin-off, directed by 
Chris McKay, comes close to capturing 
the magic of the original. 

The beginning is a very good place to 
start with The LEGO Batman Movie 
because the opening five minutes of 
credits and droll voiceover are sheer 
perfection. 

“All important movies start with a 
black screen,” growls Batman (voiced by 
Will Arnett), providing a hilarious 
running commentary of the production 
companies responsible for his film. 

Sly digs at previous incarnations of the 
Caped Crusader on the big and small 
screen up the comic ante, as the titular 
vigilante panders to his overinflated ego. 
“Remember kids, if you want to be like 


THE LEGO BATMAN MOVIE (U)

Batman, take care of your abs!” 

It’s genuinely one of the finest 
animated opening salvos since the 
wizards at Pixar had us sobbing into our 
handkerchiefs with Up. 

The rest of McKay’s picture is a delight 
but doesn’t scale the same dizzy heights 
of razor-sharp hilarity. 

Batman wallows in loneliness at Wayne 
Manor where loyal butler Alfred (Ralph 
Fiennes) expertly pinpoints the source of 
his master’s malaise. 

“Your greatest fear is being part of a 
family again.” 

Soon after, Commissioner James 
Gordon (Hector Elizondo) hands over 
control to his daughter, Barbara (Rosario 
Dawson), who calls into question the 
effectiveness of Batman when all of his 
nemeses including The Joker (Zach 
Galifianakis) and Harley Quinn (Jenny 
Slate) remain at large. 

Despite the stinging criticism, Batman 
is smitten - cue strains of Cutting Crew’s

and in the midst of this romantic fog, he 
inadvertently agrees to adopt plucky 
orphan Dick Grayson (Michael Cera). 

The boy wonder infiltrates the Bat 
Cave, home to the Bat Train, Bat 
Submarine and a Bat Kayak, and picks 
out a spandex outfit so he can join his 
new father on night-time escapades. 

And Batman desperately needs a 
sidekick when The Joker unleashes every 
villain in the galaxy on Gotham including 
the Daleks, which Batman casually 
dismisses as “British robots”. 

The LEGO Batman Movie induces 
whoops of glee as familiar characters 
poke fun at their mythologies. 

“We’re going to punch these guys so 
hard, words are going to spontaneously 
materialise out of thin air,” confirms 
Batman as a familiar blitzkrieg of 
“KAPOWs” and “BLAMs” fill the screen 
during one epic showdown. 

Arnett’s hysterical vocal performance is 
heightened by a gushing bromance with 
Galifianakis’ giggling maniac.

and Mildred drive to Washington D.C. and return 
home with a marriage licence, which they proudly 
display on the wall of their home. Sheriff Brooks 
(Marton Csokas) arrives soon after with his deputies 
and arrests the Lovings. 

They are eventually released, but the couple must 
publicly keep their distance. 

"All we got to do is keep to ourselves for a while 
and this'll blow over," Richard tenderly assures 
Mildred.

LIVING TIPS FOR EATING WELL AND STAYING 
IN SHAPE. MARION McMULLEN CHECKS 
OUT THE RECIPES IN HER NEW COOKBOOK 


T HE Body Bible 

proved a best-seller 
for healthy eating 
food blogger Alice 
Liveing and now 
she has followed it up with 
her first cookbook. 

Eat Well Every Day 
includes breakfast, lunch 
and dinner recipes that are 
full of healthy goodness. 

Alice, known online as 
Clean Eating Alice, went 
from a size 14 to a size 
eight when she ditched fad 
diets and changed the way 
she ate. 

She's taken Instagram by 
storm with her 
accessible take 
on healthy 
living, amassing 
nearly half a 
million followers 
in only a few 
short years. 

At just 23, she's 
graced the cover 
of Women’s Health 
magazine (her "lifelong 
ambition”), and authored 
food and fitness guide The 
Body Bible - which went 
straight to the top of the 
best-sellers charts in 2016. 

The hotly anticipated 
follow-up tackles the space 
where healthy eating is 
hardest: the kitchen. 

"I always feel like food is 
most people's issue,” says 
Alice. "A lot of people know 
how to train, but diet is 
where they slip up.” 



Though never really 
overweight, Alice says she 
ate pretty badly and yo-yo 
dieted after leaving home 
for university, leaving her 
"uncomfortable in my own 
skin” 

"I was the antithesis of 
what I am now," she says. 

After deciding to 
overhaul her habits, little 
did she imagine she'd end 
up an Instagram fitspo star 
- but that's exactly what 
happened, and Alice is 
determined to help others 
achieve the same. 

Alice says she includes a 
lot of lentils in her 
diet because they 
are an excellent 
source of protein 
and are alow-GI 
source of 
carbohydrates 
while a diet high 
in cruciferous 
veggies, such as 


cauliflower, has been 
linked to a reduction in the 
risk of cancer. 

Alice says: "Cauliflower 
is also full of antioxidants 
and dietary fibre and is 
therefore a superfood that 
you should be including in 
your diet. Paired with 
some delicious baked fish 
and spices, this is a 
weeknight staple for me!" 

Her tips for healthy 
eating include starting the 
day right. 

"Start by switching up 


your breakfast. I think it's a 
place that many of us fall 
down on, but if you start 
the day well, you'll have 
better intentions to 
continue the day well, 
rather than starting 
the day with a 
rubbish breakfast 
and then craving 
something sugary, 
or not having it at 
all,” she says. 

She's not a fan 
of detoxes either: 

"They're 
unsustainable 
and potentially 
dangerous. They 
don't allow you 
to create any 
sort of 

knowledge of 
how to eat well. 

They just tell you 
what to do for a short 
period of time, then after 
that what do you do?” 

Occasional treats are 
fine too: "I have treats 
every now and then. I 
don't want people to think 
I live this saintly life, where 
I just eat good food! 

"It's important to eat a 
balanced diet, and to have 
things you really enjoy, like 
chocolate.”

I sgueezed in too and within five minutes 
dropped and broke my phone; I later left 
my notes on the homeward train. All this 
means I'll be doing some homework to 
bring you a handful of Australian wine 
discoveries another time.

Pavese DOC 2015 - Piccolo Bacco 
dei Quaroni (£9.99,12.5% abv), left, 
is a deep, deep, red with a statement 
fizz which is hesitant to depart. The 
aromas are rich with dark fruits, 
blackberries, blueberries and plums 
and the flavour is smooth, deeply fruity 
and slightly savoury. 

Lambrusco di Sorbara Frizzante Secco 
DOC Radice 2015 - Paltrinieri (£14.90, 
11% abv) is salmon pink and has a good 
pop and fizzle on the first pour but the 
bubbles don't hang around for long. 

Aromas of rich ripe hedgerow fruits 



deliver telltale signs of a second 
fermentation in the bottle (yes, just like 
champagne) and the flavour is full, fresh, 
slightly creamy and fruit laden.

3. Return the pan to the 
heat, add the remaining 
coconut oil and fry the 
red onion for 
around five to 
seven minutes, 
until softened, 
stirring 
occasionally.

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Almost two years since Bake Off changed her life, Nadiya Hussain has her fingers in more 
new pies - including a debut novel. She tells to HANNAH STEPHENSON all about it 


S TAR BAKER Nadiya 

Hussain has an unusual 
method of managing panic 
attacks. “When I was on 
Bake Off, I used to have an 
elastic band around my wrist and 
used it for shock therapy, where 
you ping the elastic band which 
reminds you of where you are and 
that you'll be fine," she says. 

"I wore it up to about week six, 
when it pinged off! I remember 
asking one of the researchers to 
find me an elastic band, and after 
that I used to carry spares." 

Nadiya had a panic disorder long 
before appearing on BBCl's The 
Great British Bake Off, she admits. 

"I could just have palpitations 
and feel sick and that could be it, or 
I could feel like I can't breathe any 
more and someone's watching me. 

"That still happens, even to this 
day. It isn't any less of a problem 
than it was. It will always be there. 

"To me, it's like having a monster 
that hangs around with you and is 
always behind you.” 

Since winning Bake Off in 2015, 
the 32-year-old mother-of-three 
has presented an acclaimed 
two-part documentary about 
Bangladesh, her parents' homeland 
(last year's The Chronicles Of 
Nadiya), written cookbooks, been a 
guest panellist on Loose Women 
and has just brought out her debut 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, the first of three. 

She doesn't have the elastic band 
around her wrist any more, but 
says she still wears it now and then. 

"When I did the Queen's 90th 
birthday cake, it was ping, ping, 
ping!" she recalls, smiling. "But my 
kids really helped me. Now, when 
I'm afraid, I think, 'What would you 
tell the kids right now?' 

"When something scares me, 
there's nothing nicer than 
conquering that fear and knowing 
it will never scare you again. I 
welcome fear now.” 

Nadiya, recently described as one 
of the most influential people in 
Britain, has moved from Leeds to 
Milton Keynes with her family 
since appearing in the popular 
series, and is now living the dream. 

She still watches Bake Off, and 
can't understand why the fuss 
about its move to Channel 4. 

"It's the most British show you're 
ever going to get on television and 
people have taken to it in such a 
way, they can't cope with the 
change of it moving to 
Channel 4. 

"There are going to 
be adverts and they're 
worried about the 
format changing but 
do you know what; 
what's wrong with 
change? I'll still watch 
it." 

She distances herself 
from the controversy over 
presenters Mel Giedroyc 
and Sue Perkins and judge Mary 
Berry quitting, and the fact fellow 
judge Paul Hollywood has not. 

"It's his choice. He felt that for his 
family and for his life, the right 
thing to do was to move with Bake

Off. What's wrong with that? Good 
for him." 

She says Channel 4 hasn't 
approached her to be a presenter 
or judge in the next series and she's 
too busy to take on that sort of 
commitment at the moment. 

"I'm really enjoying all the things 
I'm doing and I have a really busy 
year planned, so I wouldn't have 
time for them." 

Right now, Nadiya is focusing on 
writing. Her first ghostwritten 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, is a contemporary story 
about four Muslim sisters of 
Bangladeshi parents, growing up in 
a quaint English village. 

Each has her own problems. 

Fatima is overweight and 
trying to pass her driving 
test; Bubblee is a feisty, 
rebellious artist who 
wants to get away 
from family tradition; 
Farah is a put-upon 
housewife and Mae is 
\ coping with 

burgeoning YouTube 
stardom. 

The problems they face 
are ones many families 
will relate to, regardless 
of religion, although there's an 
emphasis on finding husbands for 
the unmarried sisters. 

"The girls are first-generation 
British, which is something I can 
relate to, and I'm one of four sisters. 


"My parents are immigrants. This 
was an opportunity to write a story 
about the things that I grew up 
with, or the things that are quite 
common in a community 
I've grown up in." 

Nadiya grew up in 
Luton in a 
Bangladeshi 
community where her 
father ran a chain of 
curry houses. He isn't 
your typical 
Bangladeshi dad, she 
observes. 

"He's very open- 
minded. His attitude is, 
you guys do what you want to do. I 
was the one who didn't fancy 
finding a husband, so I asked my 
dad to do that for me. I thought an 
arranged marriage would be fun." 

At 20, she married IT consultant 
Abdal - the son of a good friend of 
her father's - in a huge Islamic 
ceremony. But she says had she not 
wanted an arranged marriage, her 
parents wouldn't have minded. 

"I'm very lucky -1 know arranged 
marriage doesn't always work. 

"I found it strange at first. I'd just 
turned 20.1 think I was a sensible 
20-year-old.

KATHLEEN COLLINS, 
activist, playwright 
and film-maker, was a 
pioneering black woman deeply 
involved in the American Civil 
Rights Movement, yet whose work 
seemed destined to fade into 
obscurity following her death, aged 
just 46, in 1988. 

Fortunately, in 2015 her film, 
Losing Ground, was rediscovered, 
and hailed as a masterpiece. 

In its wake comes this haunting 
collection of short stories, 
revealing Collins to have been an 
equally gifted and insightful writer. 

Stand-outs Interiors, The Happy 
Family and the title piece are 
devastating tales of family strife, 
disappointing lovers and thwarted 
idealism, all from a candid female 
perspective that's refreshing, even 
to a contemporary reader.

Men are expected 
to act tough, to fight and drink, and 
to find work in the local factory, 
but Eddy finds himself unable to 
live up to the macho values that 
the community and, in particular, 
his father expect of him. 

Increasingly humiliated by the 
possibility that he might be gay, he 
tries to act the "tough guy'', dating 
girls and hiding his shame, but he 
is forever hounded by the abuse of 
both his family and his peers. 

Writing from distance, having 
since left the village behind, Louis 
has produced a critical study of the 
conservatism of small 
communities, and an exploration of 
how we reconcile our individual 
nature with what is expected of us.

railblazing is as much a 
part of the Volkswagen 
Golf legend as its hot 
hatch GTI image. For 
more than 40 years it 
has been a car at the cutting 
edge and that’s reflected in 
astonishing sales of more than 
33,000,000 models making it the 
most successful European model 
ever. 

Now there’s a new version on 
the way updating the Mk Vll Golf 
with a technology overhaul and 
an all-new engine. 

Due for release in May the 
1.5-litre Golf TSI will be the first 
of many a new Volkswagen to be 
fitted with VW’s new 
turbocharged Evo engine that 
blends power, performance and 
economy. 

It will replace the 1.4 TSI 
engine used in certain Golfs 
since the current model arrived 
in 2012 and will cost from around 
£20,000 in SE trim. 

The Evo engine will also be 
making its way into SE Nav, GT 
and R Line versions in both 


hatch and estate body styles. 

On the road it is smooth and 
refined, pulls well and with 150ps 
on tap it gives the Golf a 0 to 60 
time of 8.3 seconds and a 
maximum of 135mph. 

That’s a fraction more than 
the top end of the current 
1.4-litre model yet like for like 
the Evo engined model will be 
around £600 cheaper. 

In terms of fuel consumption 
the Evo engine is rated at 
55.3mpg with emissions as low as 
116g/km for a six speed manual 
version and that’s not far off the 
mark in everyday conditions 
where we saw an average of 
50.5mpg. 

The Evo engine has slightly 
longer legs than the 1.4 TSI and 
feels well balanced in the new 
Golf making it easier to achieve 
good economy. 

While the Evo models may be 
a few months away from arriving 
in the UK, the other changes VW 
is making to the Golf line up will 
be coming on stream by the end 
of March. 

The new models are slightly 
restyled with new bumpers and a 


smoother appearance all round. 

On the inside the changes are 
more significant and the new 
Golf can be had with a 9.2-inch 


display screen complete with 
gesture control, a digitised 
12.3-inch multi-mode instrument 
panel and full onboard 
connectivity enabling Android 


Auto and Apple CarPlay as well 
as Internet hook ups. 

The new look display screen is 
the largest currently available in 


cars of this ilk and the system 
menus can be scrolled through 
by making a swiping gesture in 
front of the high definition 
screen. 

It looks very upmarket albeit a 
£1,325 extra while the high tech 
instrument panel - which can 
display a sat nav map right in 
front of the driver - is standard 
on high specification versions 
and a £495 option on other 
grades. 

A wireless phone charging pad 
is another option at £355 while 
LED headlights are becoming 
standard on top range models. 

Safety aids include automatic 
emergency braking and 
pedestrian detection and on all 
but the two base grade Golfs 
semi-autonomous drive 
assistance systems can be fitted 
for £1,225 enabling the car to 
control itself in traffic. 

Integrating the radar sensors 
into the VW badge on the front 
grille is another smart move 
which has helped clean up the 
lines making the new Golf the 
smartest ever in more ways than 
one.

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Mario is so super 

Hawks boss hails two-goal Noto for sinking Staines

MARIO NOTO was the difference 
in Harlow Town’s 2-0 win at 
Staines Town, according to boss 
Danny Chapman. 

Noto scored twice for the 
Hawks during the game, either 
side of a sending-off for Staines 
star Mitchal Gough in the second 
half. 

Harlow have now won four 
Ryman Premier League games in 
a row and are in seventh place, 
pushing for a play-off position. 

Chapman said: “He was excel¬ 
lent against Staines. There was 
not one bad performance from my 
players on Saturday. But Mario 
has been around for quite some 
time now and knows the game 
well. 


“Probably, if I am being a little 
bit critical, he could have more 
goals, and he knows that because 
he has great technical ability. 

“Against Staines, he was in the 
right place at the right time and 
that was the reason why we won 
the game. He had a great game 
and I was really pleased with 
him.” 

The Hawks boss believes his 
side need to improve their away 
form if they are to reach the play¬ 
offs. Harlow have lost nine games 
away from home this season and 
the Staines victory was only their 
third of the season. 

That is a stark difference from 
their form at the Harlow Arena, 
where they have won 12 of their 16 
league games. 

“We have spoken to the boys 
and said the away results need to

be better,” Chapman admitted 
“If you look at it now we have 
got seven games at home and 
seven games away, so we need to 


be picking some points up on the 
road if we are going to be in and 
around the play-offs at the end of 
the season. 

“But Saturday was a very 
assured performance and a great 
win. It was really pleasing to pick 
up a result away from home. 
Everyone did the jobs that they 
were asked to do.

“It was good to go in at the 
break 1-0 up and the second goal 
killed the game off.” 

This weekend, Harlow face 
third-placed Havant & Water- 
looville in a big game at the Har¬ 
low Arena, where the best home 
side in the league will face the 
best away side in the league. 

The sides have met each other 
twice already at Havant’s West- 


leigh Park ground, where the 
Hampshire side beat Harlow 5-2 in 
the league, and the Hawks won 3-1 
in the FA Trophy. 

Chapman stated: “It is not 
going to be a game which will be a 
defining moment in our season 
but I have made it very clear that 
they are the best team we have 
played against. 

“We had a bad result against 
them in the league earlier in the 
season but we went back there 
and we won in the FA Trophy. 

“We know it will be a difficult 
game, so we will set out to play 
how we normally do and make 
sure everyone is organised to get a 
result. 

“We will respect them but we do 
not fear anyone. With our current 
form we will go into the game full 
of confidence.”
